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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on Jime 19, 2006. Claims 1-32 are 
now pending in the application with claims 27 and 28 being withdrawn fi-om fiirther 
consideration as being drawn to non-elected invention. 

2. In view of the amendment, all previous rejections are withdrawn. However, the objection 
to the specification as indicated in paragraph 4 of the office action has not been addressed in the 
amendment and is therefore sustained. Additionally, new groxmds of rejection are introduced in 
this office action. 

Claim Objection 

3. Newly added claim 32 is objected to because the sentence does not end with a period. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-26, 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The language of independent claim 1 is confusing for the following reasons: The 
language includes "capable" that brings indefiniteness as to whether the binder actually 
stimulates the reaction between the acidic and basic components. Additionally, the phrase 
"wherein the binder is capable of undergoing a polymerization reaction between at least one 
acrylate component,. ..." is ambiguous because water (the elected binder) carmot undergo 
polymerization reaction. By polymerization reaction with the acrylate, the binder is understood 
as forming a part or the structural repeat unit of the backbone. It is xmclear as to how water can 
polymerize with an acrylate. Furthermore, the phrase "polymerization reaction between at least 
one acrylate component, the oxidizing agent, and the reducing agent is also confusing in scope as 
to whether it is an initiation step and also overlaps with the last phrase "polymerization reaction 
being initiated by the redox reaction between the oxidizing agent and the reducing agent".
